CLEVELAND'S LETTER. 


Why the Government is not a 
Government by the People,

ALnAxx. N. Y., August 19.—Governor Cleveland's 
letter, formally accepting the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President of the United States, is as follows: 

GENTLEMEN—I haye received your communication 
dated July 28, 1884, informing me of my nomination 
to the office of President of the United States by the 
National Democratic Convention, lately assembled 
at Chicago. I accept the nomination with a grateful 
appreciation of the supreme honor conferred and a 
solemn sense of the responsibility which, in its ac- 
ceptance, I assume. 

I have carefully considered the platform adopted 
by the Convention, and cordially approve the 
same. So plain a statement of Democratic faith, 
and the principles upon which that party appeals to 
the suffrages of the people, needs no supplement or 
explanation. It should be remembered that the 
office of Presidentis essentially executive in its 
nature. The laws enacted by the legislative branch 
of the Government the chief executive is bound 
faithfully to enforce, and when the wisdom of the 
political party which selects one of its members as a 
nominee for that office bas outlined its policy and 
declared its principles, it seems to me that nothing 
in the character of the office or the necessities of the 
case requires more from the candidate accepting 
such nomination than the suggestion of certain well- 
known truths. so absolutely vital to the safety and 
welfare of the nation that they can not be too Often 
recalled or too seriously enforced.

It is not such when a class is tolerated which arro- 
gates to itself the management of publie affairs, 
seeking to control the people instead of represent- 
ing them. 

PARTIES ARE THE NECESSARY OUTGROWTH 

of our institutions, but a Government is not by the 
people when one party fastens its control upon the 
country and perpetuates its power by cajoling and 
betraying the people instead of serving them. A 
Government is not by the people when a result which 
should represent the intelligent will of free and 
thinking men is or can be determined by the shame- 
less theft of their suffrages When an election to 
office shall be the selection by the voters of one of 
their number to assume for a time a public trust, 
instead of his dedication to the profession of politics; 
when the holders of the ballot, quickened by a 
sense of duty, shall avenge truth betrayed and 
pledges broken, and when the suffrage shall be free 
and uncorrupted, the full realization of a Govern- 
ment by the people will be at hand. 

And of the means to this end, not one would, in 
my judgment, be more effective than an amend- 
ment to the constitution disqualifying the President 
from re-election, When we consider the patronage 
of this great office, the allurements of power, the 
temptation to retain public place once gained, and, 
more than all, the availability a party finds in an in- 
cumbent whoma horde of office-holders, with a 
zeal born of benefits received and fostered by the 
hope of favors yet to come, stand too ready to aid 
with money and trained political service. we recog- 
nize in the eligibility of the President for re-election 
a most serious danger to that calra, deliberate and 
intelligent actién which must characterize a govern- 
ment by the people. 

A true American sentiment recognizes 

THE DIGNITY OF LADOR, 

and the fact that honor lies in honest toll. Con- 
tented labor is a sign of national prosperity. 
Ability to work constitutes a capital, and the wages 
of labor constitutes the mcome of a vast number of 
our population, and this interest should be jealously 
protected. Our workingmen are not asking un- 
reasonable indulgence, but as intelligent and manly 
citizens they seek the same consideration which 
those demand who have other interests at stake. 
T bey should receive their full share of the care and 
attention of those who make and execute the laws, 
to the eu that the wants and needs of theemployers 
and the employed shall Ake be eubserved, and the 
prosperity of the country, the common heritage of 
both, be advanced. 

As related to this subject, while we should not dis- 
courage the immigration of those who come to 
acknowledge allegiance to our Government and add 
to our citizen population, yet, as a means of protec- 
tion to our workingmen, a different rule should pre- 
vail concertiing those who, if they come or are 
brought to our land, do not intend to become Ameri- 
cana, but will injuriously compete with those justly 
entitle 1 to our field of labor. In a letter accepting 
the nomination for the office of Governor nearly (vo 
years ago, I made the following statement, to which 
I have steadily adhered: 

“The laboring classes constitute the main part of 
our population. They should be protected in their 
efforts peaceally to assert their right when endan- 
gered by agwrecated capital, and all statutes on this 
subject should recognize the care of the State for 
honest toll and be frame with a view of improving

their ascertained fitness and the value of their work, 
and they should be neither expected nor allowed to 
do questionable party service. The interests of the 
people will then be better protected, the esti- 
mate of public labor and duty will be immensely 
improved, public employment will be open to all 
who demonstrate their fitness to enter it; the un-

Bostow, August 20.—At the Parker House yester-

DEAF, DUMB AND BLIND. 


Pursuit of Knowledge Under Difficul- 
ties a Wonderful Case. 
From tha Hartsord Courant. 

Julia Bruce, who died at Bloomfield Tuesday, 
has been known all over the country and, in- 
deed, wherever attention has been paid to the 
education of deat-mutes. She was born in what 
is now Newington in 1806. When about four 
years old she lest her sight and hearing from a 
sickness, and as nothing was then known of the 
possibility of retaining the faculty of speech in 
such cases she soon became a blind deaf-mute. 
At this time there was no school for deaf-mutes. 
The American asylum was opened when she 
was eleven or twelve years old, but she did not 
enter it till 1825, when she was nineteen years 
old. There she remained until within twenty 
or twenty-five years, when she removed to live 
with a sister in Bioomfieid. Her case attracted 
particular attention on account of its connection 
with the earlier days of the American asylum, 
when it was still a — — cad sae ‘as 
which there was much curiosi 4 wo F 
credulity.

The crew of a German man-of-war have 
hauled down the British flag at Bageida, on the | 
coast of West Africa, and replaced it with the 
German standard. All Europe seems to be 
joined in the race for the Congo, and if the 
British courage and brains of to-day do not 
belie the source from which they spring there 
will be another Plains of Abraham battle 
fought out in the heart of Africa, with con- 
sequences as momentous to civilization as any | 
that followed any of the stricken fields of his- | 
tory. 

All the reports that come to us from the 
Dark Continent confirm the statement, that its | 
interior is admirably fitted to support a 
mighty people. Whether that people is to be 
German, Latin or Angio-Saxon is a question 
that will be answered perhaps in ten, certainly 
in twenty years, from this year of grace 1584. 
Africa has been lying fallow since the begin- 
ning of the night of time. Its tropical effior- 
escence supports without care or culture 
millions of idle savages, who, in all the cent- 
uries that history records, have not advanced 
one pace beyond their primitive barbarism that 
Egyptian artists have pictured upon stone. 
This race must disappear and another must 
take its place.

THE NEW PRONOUN, 
Mr. C. C. CONVERSE, in the New York Critic, 
proposes a new personal pronoun of the third 
person singular and common gender, to supply 


a long-felt want in the English language. The 


plural forms of the pronoun apply without dis- 
tinction of sex, but we have much trouble in 
rapid speaking or writing with that law of the 
language which requires the pronoun in the 
third person singular to agree with the noun to 
which it refers in gender as well as number 
and person. 

When we begin with two ,singular 


‘nouns of different genders and want a 


pronoun relating to either separately, 
we have it not in the language, and 
we must either reconstruct the sentence or re- 
sort to a clumsy coupling of two pronouns 
such as, “heorshe,” “him or her,” “his or 
her,” „she or it.” You write; “If John or 
Jane either will visit us, he or she will confer a 


great favor on us and will, I know, enjoy him- 


self or herself.” 

Of course an ordinary command of 
language enables one to avoid such 
awkward forms of expression, but he 
to be constantly on guard against 
them, and the trouble confronts him in so many 
shapes and so unexpectedly at times that it is a 
great bother. The result is that a great many 
people who know better fall into the habit of 
solving the difficulty by a bold disregard of all 
that is most sacred in syntax. JOHN A. LOGAN, 
for instance, would write it: If John or Jane 
either visit us, they will confer a great favor on 


us and will I know enjoy themselves.” 


Mr. CONVERSE’S proposition is to consolidate 
the two words “that” and one“ into one word 
“thon,” and adopt it by common consent as the 
much needed common gender pronoun of the 


third person. But it is impracticable to intro- 


duce anew pronoun into a language whose 
whole literature exists without it, unless the 
new word strikes the popular fancy as very 
handy and euphonious. Thon“ is neither mu- 
sical nor picturesque, and in most of the many 


cases where it is applicable it seems from its 


very novelty as awkward as the phrases for 


} 
which it is intended as a substitute. The collo- 


quial ‘‘that’n,” a corruption of the same words, 
would serve the same purpose and be more fa- 


miliar and popular. But neither is much of an 


improvement over the Southern “‘they’uns.” 

Distinctions of number, person and gender in 
the pronoun, minutely indicated in some lan- 
guages by a great variety of inflections, point 
the reference and help us to follow the meaning 
with precision through long and sometimes 
mazy sentences without regard to the location 
of the words, Such distinctions are preserved 
in none toomany of our pronouns, and the 
want of them sometimes cramps the speaker 
or writer. But what we gain in convenience 
with our plural pronouns applicable to any 4n- 
tecedent regardless of gender is more than bal- 
anced, perhaps, by the trouble growing out of 
the obscurity of the reference. With all their 
faults we cannot get along well without the 
precision of He, She and It. A common gen- 
der pronoun that cannot stand for them all and 
crowd them out of the language will not readily 
come into common use as a partial substitute 
for them in any case. As the old colloquial 
„that 'n“ has failed to force itsalf into such use 
in its old familiar form, it will hardly prove 
shape of “thon.”

Her Majesty an immense fortune. 
The estate of Osborne is at least five times as 
valuable as it was when it was purchased by 
the Cucen and Prince Albert about forty vears 
ago. The Balmoral property of her jesty 
Claremont was 
granted to the Queen for life in 1566, with re 
version to the country; and her Majesty pur- 
chased the property outright three 2 ago 
for £78,000. Probably its market value is not 
much under £150,000, The Queen also pusesses 
some property at Coburg, and the Princess Ho- 
henlohe left her the villa Hohenlohe at Baden, 
one of the best residences in the place.

THE PRESIDENT OF THE CQRPS 
is Mr. Wm. R Plum, who is af present an attorney 
in Chica go, but who was identified with the military 
service during the war. He has written a history of 
the work of telegraph operators during the war and 
of the first opganization of the corps, and proba- 
biy has taken more interest than any one 
else in the labors for recogn tion of 
the corps by the Federal Government. In a chat 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. Plum gave a 
sketch of the work of the corps, Before the late war 
there had deen but little organized use of a 
‘telegraphic service in war, and none inthis country. 
although the telegraph was used with effect by Ger 
any, England and France to some extent and ina de- 
sultory manner. it remarned for Amefican operators 
to form the first orgenized corps, and to prove that 
a regular trained branch was ab-vluteiy essentia 
to the proper conduct of the operatioas of war. The 
first man to sugvest and put in operation a plan to 
make use of the wires in active rice was Thos. 
Scott. the assistant secretary of war under Cameron 
and the president of the Pennsylvania railroad. At 
the breakin out 0 hostiities he 
called to Washington five of tue most 
skilful operators on his road which forma the ou- 
cleus of what afierwards became the telegraphic 
corps of the Federal army.

IMPORTANCE OF THE SFRVICE. 


Every genera in the army has testified to the |

A8 an lliustration of respon- 
sibility of their positions it may 
tioned that the keys of dispa’eh ciphers 
were placed in the hands of the operators, and no 
one else. not even officers, were allowed to see or 
handle them. One briliant achievement of the 
corps was the construction and operation of lines 
in batile, so that the diierent divisions couid com-

municate with each other during an engagement. | 


This was frequentiy done and lines were removed 
with every change of the army. 
The nuntary telegraphers are alu nost as 
of reminiscences of danger and of barrow escapes 
from shot and shell as the soidiers. Several opera- 
tors were killed at work, and frequently in the buiid- 
ing and repairing of lines lives were lost. 

The organization of the corps was first 


in 1881, at a meeting of the Old Timers, and the first | 


meeting was held in 1882, at Niagara Falls, with an 
attendance of fourteen members. The next meet- 
mg was held at Chicago last year, and the member- 
ship now numbers 213 men. 

Since the organization of the corps efforts have 
been made to obtain suitavle recognition from the 
Government as a regular arm of the military 
service. At the close of the war the operators, who 
had been as much in the military service as the 
soldiers, were dismissed without recognition. At the 
last seasion of Congress a bili was introduced for 
his purpose, and the society means to push 
the demand for the same rights 
and priviieges as soldiers. It is 
asked that the operators be recognized as officers 
wth the rank corresponding with the pay, and the 
builders and repairers as soldiers.
